Steamship Doric, Nov. 4th, 1898— 
Wo are to reach Honolulu about eight 
o'clock to-night, so I must 
have a message ready to ; -«nd back. 
We expect to be there mosTof the day 
to-morrow, and have planned to see 
much of the place a< pon^ible.hence 
there will be no lime for wriiing. 
There are eighty-two passengers, and 
all are well behaved, nice people ;thir- 
ty are going to Honolulu. Some of 
them are Boston people, but none 
that I know. There are eleven mis- 
sionaries : The three young ladies 
joined us iu Chicago, the man 
and hia wife who joined us in San 
Francisco, a young Methodist man of 
the M. E. Church, Sooth, from Cali- 
fornia, going to China, a young Epis- 
i from New York, who is go- 
ing to China, and a Presbyterian man 
and his wife returning to Japan. 

We pulled away from our dear old 
America at 2 p. m. .Saturday. Lunch 
was immediately announced, but I 
did not go in because I wauled to see 
the last points of ou' own country. It 
was about 3:30 when she faded awav 
I* the distance. Then I went to my 
state-room and found your mother's 
letter with one from a friend in Illi- 
nois . We spent the remainder of the 
afternoon ou deck. The water grew 
more rough towards night. Dinner 
was announced at 7 .30. Eight of us 
all Methodists, are at one table; onh 
two of us girls and the young mei 
were at the table, the others did no 
feel safe. The youug lady that wen 
down with me only stayed about twe 
minutes and had to leave.

REPLIES TO SIB WILLIAM CROOK ES. 



There Is Not and Will Not Be a Wheat 
Famine as Predicted by the 
Englishman.

Albany, N. Y., Dec. 87.— J. E. Dodge, 
for many years statistician of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture at Washington, has written to the 
Country Gentleman an exhaustive an- 
swer to the address of Sir William 
Crookea before the British Science as- 
sociation, in which the latter predicted 
a great wheat famine. He takes Sir 
William to task for presenting inaccu- 
rate figures. lie says: 

"Sir William Crookea declares that 
there is already a deficit of wheat area 
of 31,000 square miles, or approximate- 
ly 20,000,000 acres, rather unreasonable, 
in view of the faot that this area, at 
present rate of yield, would produce 
nearly 300,000,000 bushels, while the 
European deficiency, which is the 
principal one in the world, ia by the 
Beerbohm record only 2X0,000,000 bush- 
els average in the last eight years. 

"Ue assumes the present annual re- 
quirement for bread is 2.324,000,000 
bushels of wheat, while the official and 
expert estimates of the period since 
1890 averages more than that figure, 
the compilation of such estimates 
for seven years by the depart- 
ment of agriculture averaging 2,477,- 
845,000. an excess of over 150,000,000; 
though the eminent scientist is almost 
as lame in his statistics of consump- 
tion as he is in those of production, 
really minimizing both. lie makes 
the supply of the year only 1,021,000,- 
000, while in the statement quoted 
above, the product of 1897, the small- 
est of the seven years, is given as 2,214,- 
000,000. 

"It is a very unreliable forecast that 
underestimates production nearly ten 
per cent, 

"It would be uncharitable to hope 
for a scarcity of bread rations; still 
our wheat growers would not feel very 
despondent over a prosperity of good 

"The Crookes view is a distinct en- 
couragement to them; and similar 
views have been put forth before, 
sometimes apparently in the hope of 
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ural reaction, and from the effect of 
increase of area, stimulated by a tem- 
porary advance in vt^lue) by a fall of 20 
to 30 per cent, as between 1891 and 
1895. It is hard to convince people, 
scientists as well as plain people, that 
honesty is the best policy and truth in 
statistics can not safely be departed 
from. The practice of stock exchanges, 
as well as that of bucket shops, to se- 
cure a temporary advantage can never 
aid the cause of science or of rural
